How It's to Work

r[HE ONLY CAREER benefit legislation asked by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in his budget was the so-called retired 
pay equalization bill. The measure would allow those retired 


before June 1, 1958, to recompute 
their retired pay on the latest pay 
scales. June 1, 1958, of course, is 
the date the 1958 pay act went into 
effect 


No hearings have been scheduled 
in either House or Senate on the 
equalization bill. And time is work- 


ing against the measure in this |! 


short Congressional session. 

But the Defense Department has 
made extensive studies of the 
measure so it will be prepared to 
explain it to Congressmen if hear- 
ings are called.

All rates are based on length-of- 
service retirements.

Voluntary ROTC Favored 


By Michigan 


WASHINGTON. — The move 
among some of the nation’s largest 
ROTC schools to eliminate the com- 
pulsory aspect of military training 
on their campuses gained impetus 
this week when the faculty sen- 
ate of Michigan State University 
voted its approval for placing this 
training on a voluntary basis. 

The vote on the body’s resolu- 
tion was 400-248. The faculty sen- 
ate also proposed that a new one- 
term course be organized — on a 
required basis for freshman male 
students — on the international as 
ana of political-military affairs. 

he resolution suggested that the 
changeover to voluntary military 
training be set not later than Sep- 
tember 1961. 

Other land-grant universities 
where this issue is being discused 
are Wisconsin, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, and the University of Cali- 
fornia; while three other land- 
grant institutions have already

placed ROTC on a voluntary basis: 
Minnesota, Utah State and MIT, 

Authority for military training 
at ROTC institutions is contained 
in the Morrell Act of 1862 which 
established the land-grant college 
system. While the act required col- 
leges to offer military courses, it 
did not specify that they should be 
compulsory; however, most land- 
grant institutions do require such 
training for two years. 

The recommendation of the facul- 
ty group of the 20,000-student Mich- 
igan State University will be trans- 
mitted next week to the board of 
trustees for final action. The 
school’s current enrollment in the 
ROTC program is 2095 for. the 
Army, and 1503 for the Air Force.

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Change the Rules 


Response to our invitation to readers to 
voice an opinion on how movers of their 
household goods should be selected has been 


gratifying—and the mass opinion expressed 
has been practically unanimous. In the four 
weeks since the survey was opened, hundreds 
of service people have written in. All but one 
was emphatically in favor of a change in the 
present rules, which give the service family 
practically no choice in what firm moves 
them on a PCS transfer. 

In other words, all but one would favor 
changes in the rules such as were proposed 
by the Defense Department some weeks ago, 
only to be deferred to 1 July by protests from 
“small” movers and some congressmen, (The 
inference was clear in many letters received 
by this paper that the Defense Department 
did itself little good in service people’s eyes 
by “backing down” on the issue). 

Much resentment also centered on the fact 
that while many moving firms apparently 
think they have a right to the money result- 
ing from handling a service family’s personal 
possessions, the serviceman himself cannot 
refuse their services, even though he may 
have first-hand knowledge of their un- 
acceptability. 

In a nutshell: Why should any service- 
man have any less right than any other 
citizen to deny to any ill-equipped carrier 
with a poor reputation the privilege of mov- 
ing his personal property? 

This attitude makes complete sense to us. 
An unsatisfactory movement of a soldier’s 
possessions by a carrier should not be toler- 
ated by the military any more than it would 
be in the case of a civilian being moved by his 
employer or with his own funds, 

A failure to show continued ability to 
move household goods in a proper manner 
should be cause for disbarring a carrier from 
consideration for such work until- he can 
meet the standards. 

The claim is made that the present system 
is “democratic” and “non-discriminative.” It 
is said that large-scale advertising by the 
“Big Four” van associations will “grab” all 
the military business, 

We doubt that. Word-of-mouth is still the 
best kind of advertising and it can’t be 
bought. The old Army “grapevine” still func- 
tions and the word of a good move would be 
worth large sums in advertising dollars. 

On the other hand, why should a soldier 
undergo financial hardship in the loss of pos- 
sessions and non-payment of just claims, 
merely in order to keep non-competitive car- 
riers in business? By that we mean the many 
—though not all— firms which “spring up” 
around an Army post, are added to the list 
in the transportation office, but have neither 
the equipment nor experience to handle the 
jobs they get. If these people are unable to 
survive business competition, perhaps they 
should find another calling. 

Perhaps this excerpt from a reader’s let- 
ter will sum up the attitude of the majority: 
“It has happened that the same company 
has moved us each time and without so much 
as a glass being broken. I would, of course, 
if the choice were mine, choose this company 
again. My choice would be based on past 
service, not advertising.” 

In coming weeks, the Department of De- 
fense and others concerned in the matter will 
be holding meetings looking toward a final 
decision on goods moves, Army Times hopes 
to have a representative at these sessions, 
prepared to put on the record news stories, 
editorials and letters dealing with this sub- 
ject. Of course, no correspondent’s name will 
be used if he does not want it made public.

Differing EM Policies 


By “NEARING 20” 
Overseas Station 


In FY 1961, according to the President’s 
Budget Message (Army Times, 26 January, 
over 35,000 Army people are eligible for 
retirement. It is anmyone’s guess as to 
how many EM will aetually take advantage 
of the opportunity. 

Those EM that do will be doing so for 
any of (but not limited to) the following 
reasons: Thirty years and age 55 arriving 
simultaneously; 20 years service, plus a 
good paying job in civilian life to back up 
their retirement pay; 20 and opportunity to 
start own business which will be bought 
with service savings, and/or 20 years serv- 
ice and stagnation. 

The latter reason should be of deep 
concern to the Department of the Army 
if it is interested in these soldiers staying 
beyond 20 years. In many cases these men 
have served in combat units in one and 
possibly two wars. They have increased 
their professional knowledge by serving in 
various types of units, by attending service 
schools and taking extension courses. They 
are still capable of imparting this knowl- 
edge to other soldiers of the Army. 

“Twenty-out” would rather stay and 
be E-7, E-8, or E-9 and get out at 30 but 
he finds at 20 that he has been waiting 
over 11 years for one stripe and now isn’t 
even sure that he’ll keep what he has. He 
still does his work well, gives and gets 
loyalty from his superiors, draws his usual 
pay and allowances but looks forward to 
the day when he can throw in the sponge 
and try some civilian type job. 

He compares notes with the other serv- 
ices and finds that things are done a little 
differently by them as noted below: 

STRIPES CHANGE 


Army — E-7, E-6 and E-5 remove stripe 
unless promoted before 1962. 

Navy — No change, except to add in- 
signia to E-7 stripes to E-8 and/or E-9. 


Air Force — No change, except to add 
one stripe to E-7 to make E-8 and another 
one for E-9. 

Marine Corps — Just a little different 
from Army.

PROMOTION POLICY 


Army — Must have: right MOS and not 
a frozen one; grade seniority; a position 
vacancy; a promotion quota; be selected 
by a promotion. board. 

Navy — By worldwide test in upper 
grades. Results go to Navy Dept. and pro- 
motion comes, when due, whatever the 
station and regardless of any other con- 
sideration, unless disqualified. 


Air Force — Same as Navy, with pro- 
motions coming down from AF Dept. 
Frozen MOS bars promotion. 

Marine Corps — Same as Navy in upper 
grades. 

The promotion policies of.. all 
services other than Army seem to be just 
and equitable ways of handling a world- 
wide promotion system. The promotion 
comes by name from Dept. of Navy or Air 
Force to the man, no matter where he is 
stationed at the time. In those systems a 
person stands a chance without regard to 
position vacancy, TO&E or TD. The only 
thing that would stop a promotion in the 
Air Force would be a frozen MOS or the 
man disqualifying himself before the pro- 
motion reached him. The same applies to 
the Navy. 

Many years ago the word “unification” 
was bandied around quite freely in the 
Pentagon. Sure would be nice if someone 
brought it up again, found out what it 
means and then started applying the mean- 
ing to the actual sone For the better- 
ment of the services it is‘ possible that 
those concerned would not. object. if we 
copied a good thing from the Navy or Air 
Force. Who knows but that we may have 
something they could use.

BY ABOLISHING operation gyroscope in Eu- 
rope, the Army has made the armored cayalry regi- 
ments in the U.S. into replacement training units 
for the three in Europe as perhaps their primary 
duty, with “STRAC readiness” of some importance 
also. ; 


One of the unfortunate results of CARS has 
been the loss of a few highly decorated units, such 
as the 70th Tank Bn. By bringing the armored 
cavalry regiments under CARS, they could be 
returned to the Army’s active rolls. 

How? With nine squadrons (in three regi- 
ments) overseas and six in the states, there is no 
good reason why the regiments can’t be reor- 
ganized in designation. Each of these 15 Squadrons 
could carry a designation as a squadron of a CARS 
cavalry regiment. Each unit presently designated 
as H&H Troop 2d (or 3d, or 14th) armored cavalry 
regt. would, under CARS, become an “administra- 
tive headquarters,” inactive temporarily and under 
Department of the Army control.

ARMORED cavalry regimental organizations 
would then become armored cavalry groups. The 
headquarters of these groups should be drawn 
from the outstanding cavalry and tank units for 
which there was no room in CARS. Thus these 
units would return to the Army’s active rolls. 

One problem appears to be the howitzer battery 
in each squadron, 15 in all. It would seem that 
they could be drawn, as batteries, from those 
same CARS artillery regiments which now provide 
the artillery battalions of the armored divisions. 

How then would, say, the present 3d Armored 
Cavalry Regt. appear under such a program? 

It would become the 70th Armored Cavalry 
Group, with H&H Co., 70th Armd. Cav. Gp., trac- 
ing its history to the 70th Tank Bn.

Efficiency reports are matters of opinion. 

“A compound of ignorance, vanity and petu- 
lance with nothing to recommend him but that 
species of bravery in the field which is vaporing, 
boisterous, stifling reflection, blinding observation 
and better adapted to the bully than to the sailor.”

In 1661 the Bank of Sweden put 
out some real paper money, fit- 
ting our modern definitions of a 
banknote. 

Money and churches always 
have been closely intertwined. 
There’s a passage in the Bible 
(Luke 6:35) that says: “.. Jénd 
hoping for nothing again .. .” 
and for a thousand years the 
Church said this meant nobody 
should charge interest. Church- 
men even pointed to Aristotle’s 
and Cicero’s strong feelings 
against collecting interest (Aris- 
totle and Cicero lived off their 
slaves’ labor, but nothing was 
said of that). 

For a long time, churchmen 
used all kinds of evasions when 
they loaned money, such as 
bonuses, kickbacks and penal- 
ties, to avoid collecting the il- 
legal interest. Churches had to 
do something about the situa- 
tion when monasteries—where 
most of the money was depos- 
ited during the robber-baron 
days — were among the most 
devious money lenders: So by 
the end of the Middle Ages, the 
Church finally made interest 
legal — and the rate was limit- 
ed to 10 percent. 

Describing this long process, 
author Crane says: 

“It took a long time for 
bankers to become respectable. 
Maybe that is why they work 
so hard at it nowadays.” 

The book is full of money lore, 
including stories about how the 
drafters of our Constitution de- 
cided against specifically giving 
the government the right to issue 
paper money. But the War of 
1812 was extremely unpopular 
and Congress was afraid to raise 
taxes or float bonds, so Congress 
went ahead and printed paper 
money anyway. 

The government has been do- 
ing it ever since and the interest 
of Americans in their country’s 
money has never wavered,

General Thomas S. Power, 
commander of the Strategic

reconnaissance and on-the-spot 
decisions, or attacks against 
well protected and concentrated 
targets, especially if their loca- 
tion is not accurately known.” 

In other words, if you can’t be 
sure exactly where your target is, 
a ballistic missile is not your 
best means of delivering a nu- 
clear warhead’ to such a target. 
An airplane with human guid- 
ance, which can take account of 
facts disclosed by the human 
senses or by electronic devices is 
a better bet for putting the war- 
head where it will do some good. 

The only satisfactory answer 
to this problem for the future is 
more accurate target intelli- 
gence. This we may get, in years 
to come, from a variety of sen- 
sitive devices, including a sys 
tem of reconnaissance satellites 
and other “look-see” gadgets. 
Until these are available, there 
can be little question that we 
shall have a continuing need for 
various types of bombing planes 
for the Strategic Air Command, 
and for operation from the decks 
of the Navy’s aircraft carriers. 

The ballistic missile, as such, 
can be used effectively by us 
only against “area” targets of 
considerable size or those whose 
location we have. been able, by 
one means or another, to fix with 
great accuracy. It follows that 
its value to us as a deterrent 
against aggression will be pro- 
portionate to the credibility of 
its use by us against such tar- 
gets — e.g. cities and industrial 
concentrations. 

Its value as a deterrent against 
limited aggression is minimal, 
for few Soviet statesmen are 
likely to believe that the United 
States government will, or could, 
launch nuclear weapons against 
area targets in retaliation for 
limited and non-nuclear aggres- 
sions or threats. Its value as a 
“counter-force” weapon — i.e. 
for the destruction of the hostile 
missile-power itself — is nil as 
long as we have no better means 
of locating, inside the Iron Cur- 
tain, targets as small as Soviet 
missile bases under the condi- 
tions of security which the So- 
viets know so well how to main- 
tain.

THE ORBIT of this space shot 
has been the most complicated 
and most difficult of any so far.

New Emergency 
Aid Training 
Guide Issued 


WASHINGTON. —~ The Army 
Surgeon General’s office has pre- 
pared a new training circular on 
Army-wide training in emergency 
medical care, survival care, and the 
management of mass casualties, in 
support of the Department of De- 
fense Emergency Medical Care 
Program. 

Department of Army Training 
Circular No. 8-1, dated 2 Dec. 1959, 
sets forth minimum standards of 
proficiency and the general scope 
of instruction for medical service 
and non-medical service officer and 
enlisted personnel in the Army. 

The circular reemphasizes the 
importance of first aid, self-aid, and 
emergency medical care in conven- 
tional and nuclear warfare and 
gives commanders guidance in 
carrying out this vital training.

_ NOW THINGS had developed 
in such a manner that the time 
required by the instrument pack- 
age to complete one of its orbits 
was just a little longer than half 
the time which the moon needs to 
complete one of its orbits. Every 
second time the rocket went out 
again. passing perigee was poten- 
tially dangerous. But nothing 
happened for the first seven or- 
bits. Each orbit differed a little 
from the preceding one, mainly 
because the sun’s gravitational 
pull twisted it a little. 
Astronomers could predict that 
during the eighth revolution the 
moon would be passed again. This 
took place on 24 January, with 
a closest-approach of 31,380 miles. 
Again the moon’s gravitational in- 
fluence twisted the orbit of the 
instrument package. The dis- 
tance of the new orbit’s apogee 
fromthe earth remained about 
the same, but the new orbit was 
much narrower than the old one. 
If we still had to compute or- 
bits the way we did in 1900 a 
whole office full of mathema- 
ticians probably could not keep 
up with these changes because it 
takes a long time to complete 
such a calculation. With elec- 
tronic help we can keep up and 
this is how. the picture looks: 
the eighth perigee passage took 
place on 1 February (part of the 
earth still had 31 January), the 
ninth on 16 February. 
The tenth perigee package 
would be on 2 March but this 
won’t be at a safe distance any 
more. Unless something totally 
in the mean- 
time — a hig unlikely event 
—— the tenth perigee passage will 
end with a flaming reentry into 
the earth’s atmosphere.

Sea Water Desalting Unit 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. — An all- 
aluminum sea water distillation 
unit, the first known application 
of aluminum for this purpose, is 
being developed by the Army En- 
gineer Research and Development 
Laboratories of Fort Belvoir. 

Equipment currently supplied 
to troops for desalting sea water 
is fabricated of cupro-nickel. When 
development of the all aluminum 
unit is complete, the new equip- 
ment will be lighter, have greater 
capacity, better fuel economy, and 
will eliminate the requirement for 
large amounts of nickel which 
may not be available in the event 
of mobilization. 

An experimental all-aluminum 
unit is currently undergoing engi- 


neer tests near Daytona Beach, 
Fla. Previously, it underwent lim- 
ited testing at Wrightsville Beach, 
N.C., after which it was completely 
disassembled and examined for evi- 
dence of corrosion. Very little 
corrosion was noted and, after re- 


assembly, the unit was then sent 
to the test site at Daytona Beach. 
After a total of 2000 hours of test- 
ing, the unit will again be care- 
fully inspected to determine the 
extent of corrosion. 


Use of aluminum instead of 


cupro-nickel required redesign of 
several features of the distillation 
units. 


The heat exchanger design 








now prevents accumulation of 
sludge in low flow areas. All cop- 
per was eliminated from the ac- 
cessories, such as pumps, piping, 
and strainers because it was deter- 
mined that even trace amounts of 
copper in sea water promote gal- 
vanic corrosion of the aluminum.

SEA WATER IS PUMPED 
through heat exchangers where it 
is heated by the flows of distilled 
water and concentrated brine 
leaving the equipment. The sea 
water is boiled inside the tubes of 
a combination evaporator and con- 
denser and the resulting vapor is 
drawn into a steam compressor 
where the pressure of the vapor 
is increased a few pounds per 
square inch with a corresponding 
rise in temperature. . 

The eompressed vapor is return- 
ed to the evaporator - condenser 


where it is condensed and trans- 
fers its heat to additional sea 
water. This vapor compression 


distillation process, which con- 
serves the latent heat of vaporiza- 
tion, requires less fuel than any 
Other distillation process develop- 
ed at this time. 

Final design of the equipment 
is expected to result in a trailer- 
mounted unit, suitable for deliv- 
ery by helicopter, and capable of 
producing 125 gallons per hour of 
potable water from sea water.

JOB ANALYSTS of The Ad- 
jutant General’s office, under the 
supervision of the Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Personnel, will study the 
proposals made by each MOS moni- 
tor to “upgrade” certain positions 
now filled by Specialists 7 or by 
noncoms, where the job is one re- 
quiring more knowledge than su- 
pervisory responsibility. 

TAGO’s studies and DCSPer’s 
recommendations will be presented 
to the agencies concerned. They in 
turn will probably disagree and a 
long period of staffing will follow. 
When this time-consuming process 
is completed, more time will be 
taken up with explanations at all 
levels, with publication and with 
more explanation in the field of 
the intent of Department of the 
Army. 

When all this is done, it is pos- 
sible that a few hundred jobs will 
be authorized for specialists in pay 
grades E-8 and E-9, 

Department of the Army officials 
indicated that they will adopt a 
“tough” policy of job clasification. 
They said that one of the major 
problems is that in Phase I (and 


probably in Phase II) TD pro- 
ponents did not or would not so 
describe the requirements as to 
justify rasing the job to one for 
an E-8 or E-9.

TOO OFTEN, they said, it was 
not the job but the man the agency 
wanted to fill the job for whtch 
the higher grade might appear 
justified. 

The result is that in many TD 
slots, a man who could and should 
qualify for a promotion to E-8 or 
E-9 is held back because the job 
doesn’t require someone of his abil- 
ity. 

DA officials will take a hard 
look at these jobs which are being 
filled by men with higher ratings 
than the job calls for. They will 
not upgrade a job simply to permit 
the promotion of an incumbent.

THEY ADMIT that this will be 
tough on individuals who are “sta- 
bilized” in such jobs. But they 
point out that a man can be “unsta- 
bilized,” transferred to a position 
calling for his grade or higher 
(thus permitting him to be pro- 
moted). There is no rule that re- 
quires that a man of lesser skill 
can’t do such a job, even though it’s 
nice to have the more skilled in 
dividual in it who can not only do 
the job but other little things 
around the unit or office, thus mak 
ing the CO’s life easier. 

Assigning of high-ranking enlist- 
ed men to jobs which call for lesser 
grades may ease the CO’s life but is 
no favor to the enlisted man.

TAGO AND DCSPer officials in- 
dicated that they would be glad 
to lend TAGO job analysts to agen- 
cies which were unable to write a 
job description. But they pointed 
out that in such cases, full informa- 





tion about the job must be supplied 
to the job analyst.

HIGHLY sensitive agencies 
where many such jobs exist have 
been reluctant to tell others in the 
Army what their job requirements 
are, pleading that they were so 
‘highly classified that to provide 
such information, even to people 
with top security clearances, might 
endanger national safety. Yet such 
agencies have been unable to justi- 
fy the higher grades they claim to 
require. 7 

Against’ such a background, it is 
not hard to see that DCSPer offi- 
cials are right when they say that 
Phase II results will disappoint 
many and that there have been 
some injustices even in Phase I.

ly competitive. The Army is limit- 
ed by law to the number of E-8s 
and E-9s it may have. Its prograra 
is designed to identify the jobs in

NCOs. 

The Army will compare the num- 
ber of E-8 and E-9 NCO positions 
identified under Phase I with the 
number of nen in these two pay 
grades it is authorized to have.

$60 Pro Pay One Step 
Planned in Army EMP

WASHINGTON, — The Army in 
this calendar year will take three 
giant steps affecting nearly every 
man in its ranks and give it what 
it hopes will be the finest Enlisted 
Management Program in its his- 
tory. 

The Army will: 

—Begin Promotion Qualification 
Testing. 

—Start mandatory retraining and 
reschooling of many men in over- 
age MOS’s. 

—Inaugurate P-2 proficiency pay 
of an extra $60 a month. 

The broad general outlines of 
what the Army is working toward 
now can be sketched. But even the 
broad objectives are subject to re- 
view, and the Army will move de- 
liberately in its plans to avoid con- 
fusion among EM. 

It is forecast that troops in the 
Field probably will get advance 
notice of the plans late in March. 

x *” ” 

ALL of the programmed steps 
will be tied, in some manner, to the 
current system of proficiency pay 
in the P-1 category. DA officials 
have been pleasantly surprised at 
how smoothly that testing program 
was phased into EMP. 

So far, only two complaints have 
reached DA level in Washington 
on pro pay examinations. One 
was from a man who scored above 
the fixed cut-off but failed to get 
the extra $30 a month. His com- 
mander apparently thought the 
man did not deserve it and it is the 
CO who has the final say in the 
field. To have it otherwise could 
break down Army discipline. * 

One man, a master sergeant, 
complained he was not tested. 
Once circulars announcing testing 
are published, it is up to the man 
not only to make sure he is tested 
but tested in the right MOS,

THE SMOOTHNESS with which 
the proficiency testing program 
was phased into the Army is re- 
garded by Pentagon observers as 
remarkable, particularly when it is 
considered that the Army had to 
set up an entirely new system. 

Moreover, it has given the Army 
machinery. to move forward in 
setting up Promotion Qualification 
Testing, the forthcoming attack 
on overage MOSs and start of P-2 
pay. 

Promotion Qualification Testing 
will go hand in hand with pro pay 





examinations. There probably will 
be a single test for both so that 
enlisted people are not plagued 
with too many tests. 

* * . 

TIME IN GRADE also will fig- 
ure in for promotion. But just 
how is not known. Here, as in pro 
pay, the final decision is expected 
to be made by the CO in the field. 
To automatically give a man in the 
field a promotion if he passes a 
written test would throw the Army 
out of kilter. 

Numbers in grades are fixed by 
law. Therefore, the number of 
promotions is controlled by the 
number of vacancies. 

The Army admits that some- 
times a man eligible for promotion 
won’t be promoted because there 
are no vacancies where he is as- 
signed. Or, in other words, that 
he is not in®the right place at the 
right time. Or he may be in an 
overstrength MOS where promo- 


tions are frozen.

YET opportunities are open to 
him through the new RECAP (Re- 
cruiting Enlistment Central. As- 
signment Program) which allows 
options for school and assignment 
for prior service and enlisted men 
who re-up. It is handled from 
Washington and done without de- 
lay by collect telephone calls to 
RECAP here.

P-2 PAY also could be phased 
in in somewhat the same way. The 
Army has its P-2 program all set 
but here again details will not be 
announced. until the Department 
of Defense gives the actual go- 
ahead. Best bet. now is that it will 
start sometime after 1 April. 

Safeguards are expected to be 
built into promotion qualification 
testing to prevent any EM from 
being stripped of stripes. For in- 
stance, an E-5 will be tested to de- 
termine whether he. is qualified 
for E-6 and not to see whether 
he is qualified as an E-5 and there- 
fore, in failing, be busted back. 
That is not the purpose of the 
system at all. It is to determine 
whether a man in grade is qualified 
for the next highest grade. 

Again an E-8 will be tested to 
see whether he qualifies for E-9. 
E-9s won't be tested because there 
is no place for them to go, so those 
holding E-9 appointments now are 
safe. Those who get_E-9 once the

— Missilemen 
moving to Germany and Korea in 
the coming months can expect to 
have in their hands many of 
Army’s new weapons during 1960—

NEW PERSHING missiles will 

replace Redstone SSM 
now being used by two battalions 
in Europe. Sergeant mis- 
siles will replace the six-year-old 
Corporals. Both of these newer 
missiles use solid propellant motors 
making them ready for firing at 
a moment’s notice. They also offer 
better performance~- and _ storage 
capabilities, as well as a minimum 
of maintenance. 

The Pershing will be smaller, 
lighter and more mobile than the 
Redstone. Its range will exceed 
that of the older missile by 100 
miles. 

Sergeant, a weapon with a guid- 
ance system invulnerable to any 
known enemy counter measures, 
approaches conventional artillery 
in mobility, ease of operation and 
speed. It can be air-transported 
anywhere and will be more reliable 
and accurate than the Corporal, 
capable .of delivering a nuclear 
blow deep into enemy lines. 

Neither the Pershing nor the 
Sergeant is expected to be avail- 
able for some time yet. The Red- 
stones are soon to replace the Cor- 
porals in Europe, until Sergeants 
are available, and replacement of 
Redstones by Pershings is not ex- 
pected until even later.

ANOTHER | surface - to - surface 
missile designed for close-in sup- 
port of troops is the Shillelagh, ex- 
pected to -be operatipnal by mid- 
year. The lightweight weapon will 
provide a great increase of fire- 
power against armor, troops or field 
fortifications. 

Greater defense of field artillery 
positions will be possible with the 
Redeye, a 20-pound, shoulder-fired 
surface-to-air weapon designed to 
destroy low-flying jets and conven- 
tional planes. The missile and its 
launcher can easily be carried by 
one man through underbrush and 
rugged terrain where no other types 
of anti-aircraft weapon could be 
transportéd.

TWO of the newest weapons; 
Mauler and Davy Crockett, are still 
being developed and it is too early 
to predict when they will be avail- 
able for troop use. 

Mauler is an all-weather air de- 
fense guided missile for protection 
of forward elements of a field army 
from low-flying aircraft and short- 
range missiles. A_ self-propelled 
weapon, Mauler will move with 
troop columns.

The AD-1 Mohawk, a medium 
observation aircraft, can. examine 
enemy territory with a wide variety 
of ‘electronic and photographic 
equipment.

SP4 Jean Edenfield, PFC Kath- 
erene Malik and PFC Fay Tos- 
tado, WACs stationed here, made 
their first free-fall parachute 
jump Sunday, 24 January. 
These women are members of 
the Special Warfare Center’s 
Sport Parachute Club, the first 


club of its kind to be organ- 
ized at Bragg. 

The three women joined the 
club a few months ago, under- 
went the required ground train- 


ing and made their “static line” 
jumps under the supervision of 
experienced and licensed sky- 
divers. . 

At approximately 1400 on the 
24th, they were ready to make 
their first free-fall jump and 
were flying at 3000 feet over 
Bragg in an Army helicopter. 
Out they went, one after the 
Other, stabilizing and opening 
their own parachutes at the pre- 
scribed altitude and becoming 
full-fledged sky-divers.

Meade: An Unsung

THE most important battle 

ever fought on the North 
American continent took place 
around and through a sleepy 
little crossroads town in Adams 
County, Pennsylvania: Gettys- 
burg. 

It was won by Gen. George 
Gordon Meade, a veteran Engi- 
neer officer of the Union Army. 
It was lost by Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, a veteran Engineer officer 
of the United States Army, then 
commander of the Army of 
Northern Virginia, Confederate 
States of America. 


__Gen. Meade, in command of 


the Union Army of the Potomac 
only a few days, entrusted with 
grave responsibility over his 
own objections, faced up to un- 
beaten General Lee at Gettys- 
burg on 1-3 July, 1863. 

Meade’s army numbered about 
98,000 men: veterans, recruits, 
and some militia who had 
never fought before, and who 
were of slight value to Meade. 

Lee’s army was mostly battle- 
hardened veterans. It number- 
ed approximately 78,000. Con- 
federate soldiers. It was the 
best army the South had €éver, 
or could ever, put into the field 
in the Civil War. It had in- 
flicted a stunning defeat on this

WASHINGTON — Numerically small but qualitatively high, a- 
tightly-knit complex of Army installations located within the Military 
District of Washington is responsible for lending support to some of the 


nation’s most vital and sensitive areas. 


From Fort Myer and Fort Lesley J. McNair come officers ahd enlisted people 
who man the number one command post — the Pentagon — and also provide security 
for the White House and many of Washington’s important buildings. 

Also of world-wide significance is the 210-acre Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center whose 311 buildings contain the latest equipment in the field of military 


Myer Blends 
Pomp & Sweat 


Fort MYER houses and supports about 9500 persons, 

and also provides logistical and administrative serv- 
ices to 125 activities of DOD, DA and MDW scattered 
over the Metropolitan Washington area of D.C., Virginia 
and Maryland. 

Added to this number is the additional support made 
available to the large colony of retired officers, enlisted 
men and their dependents. This latter group totals an 
additional 70,000 customers, con- 
sumers and patients who use 
such facilities as the PX, com- 
missary, dispensary and clubs. 

North Post Fort Myer is the 


“permanent” area and South Post 
was erected with temporary build- 
ings which have long outlived 
their usefulness. As one high- 
ranked officer described the situ- 
ation at South Post: “It’s put to- 
gether with paint and termite 
dust . . . the place looks like a 
movie set, all front and nothing 
inside. It ought to be burned 
down.” 

The showpiece attraction here 
is the famed 1st BG, 3d Inf., old- 
est active regiment in the Army (the orily 3d Inf. unit 
not stationed at Myer is Co. A which is at Fort McNair). 
Also located here is the U.S. Army Band and Army 
Chorus, Army garrison companies for EM and Wacs, 
various service units, the Army Communication Agency, 
and the Air Force’s Special Activities Wing.

NEARLY EVERYONE at Fort Myer, it seems, has 
acar. There are 7500 vehicles registered on the post and 
the word is: “If you don’t own one, don’t buy one if you’re 
going to bring it down here.” Fact is, there’s no place 
to park any more cars and besides, bus service from 
the post is excellent. 

The subject of on-post dependent housing is practi- 
cally academic. This applies to Myer, McNair, Cameron 
Station or Walter Reed. This precious commodity in 
general, goes only to highly-placed DOD officers and to 
compassionate cases .. . but listen to a typical briefing 
given to incoming officers here: 

“The housing situation is not good. Some 770 family 
sets are available — 79 are adequate and the rest are not. 
Fourteen of these are reserved for generals, and the 
balance is for senior post and 3d Infantry staff officers, 
and E-8s and E-9s assigned to the post and 3d Inf. 

“The 700 inadequate sets are overage and should be 
torn down. By law they must be eliminated or made ade- 
quate by 1 July 1961 for some, 
and by 1 July 1964 for others. 
Apartment rentals in Arlington 
County are available but will | 
run between $25 and $50 over 
rental allowances. (Situation in 
Washington is substantially the # 
same.—Editor.) 

“Waiting time for officers on 
South Post for two-bedroom 
apartments is about six weeks; 
for three bedrooms, between 
three and six months. Waiting 
time for EM: two bedrooms, be- 
tween three and four months; 
three bedrooms, five and six ? se 
months Officers beyond the ~ nad 7 
grade of captain can’t live on COL. CHANEY 
South Post, nor can lieutenants and captains if they re- 
ceive incentive or hazard pay.” 

In order to properly house everyone who would be 
eligible — E-5s and up — Fort Myer would need 1479 
sets of quarters. Also, according to a Post Has. NCO, 
there are at least 25 percent of eligible persons who can’t 
afford to bring their families to the area because of 
high rentals.

N an ineonspicuous marker in Arlington Cemetery is 
inscribed this epitaph of Maj. Walter Reed: “He gave 
to man control of that dreadful scourge, yellow fever.” 
This great humanitarian, physician and surgeon is 
memorialized today by one of the world’s largest and 
best known institutions for healing, rehabilitation and 
medical research. Sixty years ago, all this was but a 
dream when he wrote to his wife, Emilie, from Cuba: 
“The purpose that has been mine for all these years, that 
I might be permitted in some way 
at some time to alleviate human 
suffering has been granted,” 


In recent years, the main hos- } 
pital at Walter Reed Army Medi- 
cal Center became universally 
known as the result of the admis- 
sions of President Eisenhower 
and the late Secretary of State 
Dulles. But since 1909 the hos- 
pital has cared for many other 
national and international digni- 
taries. Mainly, however, its pa- 
tient load has come from the 
Army and Air Force. 

‘s When Walter Reed . General 4 

ospital celebrated its 50th an- : ry 
niversary last year, statisticians MAJ. GEN. ST. JOHN 
estimated that over a half million bed patients were treat- 
ed here. In addition, its out-patient service averaged 
1000 patients daily. This 1250-bed facility not only 
cares for active duty personnel, but retirees; and de- 
pendents who reside in the Middle Atlantic area. This 
figure was nearly doubled during the Korean War when 
the hospital bulged with 2300 patients. 

* * = 

FROM ITS original staff of five medical officers and 
62 corpsmen and three civiliah employees, the hospital 
now has 1100 military personnel and 870 civilian em- 
ployees. 

Nearly every form of recreational activity is offered 
to hasten the patient’s recovery. There’s a 40,000 book 
library, a closed circuit radio and TV system, Olympic- 
size swimming pool, “command performance-type” shows 
offered by visiting show namies, a well-organized Red 
Cross and Gray Lady group which performs social work, 
a theater and solarium. 


_ In virually every department and-service of the ‘hos- 
pital there can be found the finest equipment for diag- 
nosis and treatment. In addition there are bone and 
blood banks, a limb and brace shop which works on a 
prescription basis to rehabilitate amputee and paralyzed

patients, and a special ward where the latest psycho- 
therapy methods are studied. 

One of the most impressive buildings at the center is 
the imposing white, virtually windowless, bomb-proof 
Armed Forces Institute of Pathology which was dedicated 
by President Eisenhower in 1955. The institute itself 
will celebrate its centenhial in 1962. 

Walter Reed Army Institute of Research is an out- 
growth of several schools. Foremost among these was 
the Army Medical School, first school of preventive medi- 
cine in the U.S., founded in 1893 by Army Sirgeon Gen- 
eral George M. Sternberg. It was here that many medi- 
cal discoveries were made by Army doctors which cut 
the incidence of disease to a point where the total was 
less than those suffered from battlefield and other in- 
juries. 3 

In addition to intensive investigations on communi- 
cable diseases, there are active research programs in 
traumatic surgery and shock, and neuropsychiatry. Many 
prize-winning films have been produced here, including, 
“Mouth-to-Mouth Artificial Rescuscitation.” Credited 
with saving many lives already, the film led to the adop- 
tion of the method not only by the Army, but by the 
Red Cross and police and fire departments throughout 
the country.

LOCATED ONLY a few miles from Walter Reed is 
the Center’s section at Forest Glen, Md., a wooded won- 
derland of beauty and unique architecture. 

Set in an estate-like atmopshere of hills, woods and 
streams, the buildings range in style from that of a 
Spanish hacienda, French chateau, English castle com- 
plete with moat, to a Japanese pagoda and Dutch wind- 
mill house. The grounds are adorned with statuary, 
sweeping driveways, small gardens, and a 600-year-old 
fountain which decorated an Italian palace. 

The administration building. was once a luxury hotel 
named “Ye Forest Inn,” and typical of its ornate beauty 
is its stained-glass ballroom and an open-beamed ceiling 
70-feet high. 

The Army purchased this property from the National 
Park College for women in 1942 and used it to rehabili- 
tate convalescing patients of the Korean War, This freed 
much-needed bed space at the Washington section for 
patients needing constant medical attention. 

The Glen Haven section is a residential-housing. de- 
velopment of 70 individual homes, with spacious lawns 
and planned recreational areas. Covering 22 acres, it 
provides homes for some of the NCOs and their families 
stationed here,

OCCUPYING. the same level of importance in mili- 
tary education is the Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces which offers a ten-month residence course, a cor- 
respondence course and a National Defense Seminar held 
in various U.S. cities: The latter, formerly known as the 
National Defense Resources Conference is a two-week 
symposium. condensed from the 10-month course. 

The. 35-year-old institution today places emphasis 
upon new security conditions, mobilization problems and 
readiness requirements. _ICAF’s mission in the resi- 
dence course is to educate selected military officers and 
key civilians in the industrial and economic aspects of 
national security, (Since World War II, 1600 students 
have graduated from the residence course.) 

On 3 September 1948, the college was made-a joint 
educational institution under the JCS, with the three 
services participating on the staff, faculty and student 


y. 

Leadership of the college is rotated every three years. 
Its current commandant is AF Lt. Gen. George W. 
Mundy. He is assisted by Army Maj. Gen. Evan ‘H. 
Houseman, Rear Adm. G. S. Patrick and Army Col. 
Fielder P. Greer. / 

Presently located in temporary-type buildings, ICAF 
will be housed in a $3 million, four-story air-conditioned 
building with a total floor space of 140,000 square feet. 
The building will also have a 71,000 volume specialized 
library as well as a 1700 volume classified library, a cafe- 
teria and an exercise room. Completion date is set for 
the end of this year. 
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MeNair’s mission is to provide housing and other serv- 
ice facilities to Defense Department general and flag of- 
ficers; The post also supports, administratively and 
logistically, the following units and activities: , 

The National War College; Industrial College of the 
Armed Forces; Co. A, ist BG, 3d Inf.; 67th Ord. Det. 
(EOD); Hq. Co., MDW, and to satellite groups. The 
Army Garrison unit is commanded by Maj. V. J. Cal- 
lahan. 

Quarters are provided for 38 officers ranging from 
warrant officers to generals and admirals. Nearly half 


the total number of officers have quarters and the bal- 
ance reside in the metropolitan Washington area. Twelve 
sets of quarters are available to key NCOs whose duties 
require their immediate presence. : 

There are no educational facilities at McNair for de- 
pendent children. Recreational outlets include nine- 


hole golf course, bowling alleys, 2 
gym, a craft shop, theater, tennis 
courts and a swimming pool. 
Membership in the officers mess 
is open to all officers on active 
duty. . The post has all the neces- 
sary facilities to take care of per- 
sonal service needs. 

Fort McNair’s commander is # 
Col. George C. Duehring and the ¢ 
executive officer is Lt. Col, Lloyd 
S. McLain.

HISTORICALLY, Fort Me- @ 
Nair traces its origin to 1797 
when it was designed mf wing a e 
dent Washington as Military Re- 
servation 5. Since then the post COL. DUEHRING 
has undergone many dramatic transitions, demonstrat- 
ing great flexibility in keeping step with the Army’s 
changing needs. 

During the War of 1812, strong earthworks and heavy 
coast guns were mounted here. In 1814, a British in- 
vasion was successful and the post was destroyed by a 
bomb explosion. The post was rebuilt two years later, 
and renamed “Washington Arsenal.” 

In 1821, “U.S. Penitentiary” was tacked onto the post’s 
designation and 160 cells were later built. In the Mexi- 
can War, the installation served as a mustering station; 
during the Civil War, the post hospital became a gen- 
efal hospital caring for wounded. 

In 1865, the trials, conviction and execution of those 
who plotted against President Lincoln were held here. 
The body of John Wilkes Booth was then interred under 
the penitentiary floor (it was later removed to Balti- 
more). In 1881, the arsenal was abolished and the post 
became known as Washington Barracks. 

The Engineers School of Application moved here from 
Fort Totten, in 1901. Two years later the cornerstone 
for the Army War College was laid. During World War I, 
the post served as a transfer station for the Corps of En- 
gineers; after the war The Engineer School moved to 
Camp Humphreys (now Fort Belvoir).

((AMERON Station, known originally as the “Alex- 

andria QM Depot,” received its present designation 
in January 1950. A Class I installation, the reservation 
contains 170 acres (excluding 2232 acres in 62 satellited 
areas) and is located in Alexandria, Va., approximately 
2% miles from the center of the city. 


In addition to housing the AG Publications Depot, 
Army Exhibit. Unit, Army Heraldic Services Division, 
Transportation Office and the eT 
Army Information Digest, the 
post provides certain QM services, 
and engineer logistical assistance 
to the Washington ring of de- 
fenses. These include 10 Nike 
sites, 13 AAA and 10 National 
Guard gun sites. Cameron Sta- 
tion is commanded by Col. Daniel 
Parker. 

There are no quarters on the 
post for EM. Housing is provided 
at Fort Myer and troops are trans- 
ported there daily by buses. Fam- 
ily housing is unavailable at Cam- 
eron. i y 

Cameron Station’s commissary s —. 
was established in its present lo- COL. PARKER 
cation in 1945 with 2500 accounts. In 1957, this figure 
grew to 10,000 with sales running over $500,000. 

One of the largest commissaries in the Army, its well 
stocked counters contain 22,000 feet of sales area, while 
the warehouse adds 40,000 feet more to the facility. 
There are 18 checkout lanes in the store. 

Staggered operating hours, including Saturdays and 
two nights each week, allow customers to shop at their 
convenience. Commissary officer is Maj. Russell Wells.

THE TRANSPORTATION office is known to thous- 
ands of service families throughout the world. Its ex- 
perienced staff handles the majority of hold baggage and 
household goods into and out of the Washington area 
for the Army and Air Force. 

Under the direction of Col. Joseph P. Henry, the 
office handles some 10,000 shipments of personal prop- 
erty annually, totaling over 14,000 tons. 

Specialists handle fine china and fragile furniture, 
and also provide information regarding rates, routes and 
schedules of railroads, truck lines, vessels, air lines and 
van carriers. Their ability to move a soldier out quickly 
has often saved him from paying an extra month’s rent.

THE HERALDIC Branch of the Army had its begin- 
nings in 1919 as a small section in Clothing and Equipage, 
OQMG, when this branch was delegated the authority to 
design coats of arms. (In those days the actual approval 
of these designs belonged to TAG, and later transformed 
to the QMG). 

Twenty-five years later, the facility moved to Cam- 
eron Station and became known as the Heraldic Services 
Division. 

During the 1940s, Heraldic specialists were designing 
all of the Army insignia, its flags, decorations, medals, 
ribbons, seals, badges and aircraft markings. Near the 
close of War II, the Branch compiled material for a writ- 
ten history of the Army uniform and painted illustra- 
tions depicting its various changes. 

Some of the outstanding programs of the division 
are the history of the West Point uniform; a program on 
the national flag of Hawaii and Alaska; new designs of 
flags and insignia made necessary by the pentomic reor- 
ganization of divisions and the combat arms regimental

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8mm Outtit Will Offer 


Synchronized Sound 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


Le eekly te ay of movie sight and sound is now a 
possibility for the 8mm amateur moviemaker as well as 
for the professional. The means is provided in an announce- 


ment by the Fairchild Camera and 
Instrument Corp., Syosset, L.L., 
N.Y., a firm which for 40 years 
has been devoted exclusively to 
the manufacture of precision 
equipment for military and spe- 
cialized industrial uses. 

In its initial entry in the con- 
sumer field, the company recently 
press-previewed the Cinephonic 
Eight, a tarnetene turret sound 
camera using 
8mm film, the 
Cinephonic 
Eight Sound 
Movie Projec- 
tor; and a new 
8mm color film 
made exclusive- 
ly for this cam- 
era by Ansco of 
Binghamton, 
N.Y. 

The camera, 
DESCHIN the projector, 
and a roll of film cost about $500, 
and all three will be available ha- 
tionally around April 25, accord- 
ing to Fairchild. 

The camera is operated by the 
push of a single button, this one 
action setting off the simultaneous 
recording of both the sound and 
the pictures. An extremely narrow 
magnetic stripe along the film edge 
records the sound, which can then 
be played gack either through a 
monitoring headset (part of the 
outfit) or through the projector 
when screening the results. 

The camera has a completely 
transistorized built-in amplifier; 

a microphone sensitive enough 
to pick up normal speech up to 
9 feet away; the monitoring 

headset; 2 dial for adjusting the 

sound voiume during filming; 
and weighs 4% pounds. 

Power for both film advance 
and sound is provided by a her- 
metically-sealed nickel cadium 
battery, which is rechargeable for 
each run of 800 to 900 feet of 
film, from a household light sock- 
et. Including the built-in sound re- 
cording unit, the Fairchild Cinphar 
13mm f/1.8 fixed-focus lens, and 
accessories, the basic camera 
equipment costs $239.50. 

The $249.50 projector, which 
tay be run at 16 or 24 frames per 
second, has a built-in sound am- 
plifier; recording and erase head, 
six-inch speaker (housed separate- 
ly), and a small microphone for 
recording additional dialogue or 
sound. The latter may also be 
used to record sound on silent 
films exposed in other movie 
cameras after a sound stripe has 
been added to the film. The pro- 
jector’s other features include 400- 
foot reel capacity; a pre-focused 
Tru-Flector 150-watt lamp with 
750-watt screening efficiency, and 
a speaker extension cable. 

The camera takes a new size 
8mm color film in a new color 
reversal emulsien, Fairchild Cine- 
phonic Film, a 50-foot double-8 
roll for recording 100 feet (50 feet 
on each side) for a screening time 
of 25 minutes. This is double the 
traditional Kodachrome 8mm 25- 
foot double-8. The price of the 





new film is $7.50 a roll, process- 
ing extra

In its market research prelimi- 
nary to entering the consumer 
field (other items are to follow, 
the company said), Fairchild 
learned that sales of 8mm movie 
cameras have doubled in two years, 
totaling about a million in 1959.

THREE NEW camera guides and 
one on basic electronic flash have 
just reached dealers’ shelves. The 
latter, “Peter Gowland’s Guide to 
Electronic Flash” (New York: 
Amphoto. 128 pp. $1.95), is a 
packed-down. manual for begin- 
ners and is, of course, illustrated 
with a collection of this famous 
cheesecake artist’s photographs of 
beautiful girls. Most of the text 
deals with helpful suggestions on 
how to set up speedlights for ob- 
taining a variety of lighting re- 
sults. Some handy charts and a 
glossary help to summarize work- 
ing details. 

Two of the camera guides are 
Joseph D. Cooper’s “The Minolta 
Manual” (New York: Verlan 
Books, Inc. 160 pp. $3.95) and 
“Fujica Camera Guide” (New 
York: Verlan Books, Inc. 112 
pp. $1.95). Both are prepared 
with the author’s usual efficient 
and readable manner, and are 
well illustrated throughout, the 
Minolta book including many 
by Japanese photographers. 

The Minolta guide covers all 
cameras made under this name, 
which include twin-lens reflex, sin- 
gle-lens reflex, 35mm rangefinder, 
and subminiature. Essentially a 
how-to book on the use of specific 
Minolta cameras, the Volume also 
covers various picture-taking tech- 
niques.

(New York: Verlan Books, Inc. 
128 pp. $3.95), the first on this 
2%x2% Swedish single-lens re- 
flex. Covering all models of the 
Hasselblad, the guide is addressed 
to advanced photographers, the 
author assuming that only this 
class would be likely to own a 
camera of this kind.

3. DO cooperate with the car- 
rier’s representative when he calls 
on his “pre-packing” inspection. To 
help_him estimate the time and 
materials required; point. out the 
fragile figurines; the appliances to 
be serviced; the large pictures and 
mirrors to be crated; the profes- 
sional books tc be listed separate- 
ly — not forgetting the contents 
of closets, basements, and garages.

Shooting, and it does not matter 
much whether the firearm is a rifle, 
a sixshooter or a scattergun, has a 
lot that is purely mechanical about 
it. The muscles must be trained 
to a degree of steadiness, to prompt 
reflexes and conditioned to a high 
order of control. If this was not 
enough, the . mental apparatus 
needs fully as much if not more 
discipline. The only .way these 
preparations car be accomplished 
is by a somewhat_ staggering 
amount of repetitive shooting.

TO THIS PRACTICE some gun- 
ners.respond more quickly than 
others. For this reason it is false 
rassumption to conclude that. any 
given number of cartridges when 
duly pooped -off will bring the 
marksman to the desired peak of 
form. 

Actually some individuals wiil 
not make good shots if they banged 
out a million rounds. Others show 
what can only be concluded is a 
great natural aptitude and these 
buckos . develop and _ frequently 
achieve championship stature. 

Unfortunately there are no tests 


and few outward evidences of an}. 


inborn talent to shoot well. Some 
have it, others do not, and only a 
long period of shooting serves to 
point up the kingpins. 

I am reminded of that hoary old 
saga about the shiny new recruit 
who is detailed to the rifle range 


for the first time and without any 


PRI, indeed without ever having 
seen the service rifle before, steps 
up and knocks out a possible score 
off-hand at 200 yards. This is one 
of the most cherished legends of 
the old Army. It has about as 
much truth to it as the equally 
ancient fable about the other re- 
eruit who was sent all over the 
post seeking to borrow 50 feet of 
skirmish line. 

Some marksmen do inherit the 
ability to develop faster and travel 
farther than their mates but these

ships may likewise be reduced to 
arithmetic provided that besides 
practice the individual has that 
inborn something which stamps 
him as a champion. 

I have known shooting men who 
were champions in their own right 
but had never seen a bullseye. 
These backwoods powder-burners 
were fantastically lethal with a 
shooting iron and yet none of them 
scarcely ever touched a trigger that 
was not intended to draw blood. 

John Hughes, an old man when 
I knew him as a gangling youth, 
could lever down running jack- 
rabbits with a .32-20- Winchester 
like no shooter I have ever seen. 
Mose Balentire, a mountain cow- 
boy, was the greatest shot I have 
ever watched on racing coyotes. 
Still a third, and this time a shot- 
gunner, was Russell Lovely, an 
Oklahoma sheriff. He was phe- 
nomenally fast on .the covey rise 
with his old battered 20 gauge 
pump repeater. 

These rough and ready shooting 
men expended no thousands of 
cartridges as do the targeteers. 
They fired only when hair or 
feathers filled their sights. Unlike 
the bullseye marksman their 
targets were bobbing. now-you-sce- 
em-now-you-don’t, invariably more 
difficult than the paper bullseye. 

I oftimes wonder if these back- 
country gunners could perform in 
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-}such eonvincing fashion on a con- 


ventional rifle range. 

Every man is a law unto himself. 
One marksman requires an every- 
day stint of powder-burning and 
over the months and years will de- 
velop an acceptable order of skill. 
A second gunner suffices with a 
modicum of practice and over a 
much less lengthy traifing grind 
develops a manner of performance 
that lifts him to those lofty heights 
reserved only for the shooting 

alt, 


y. 

The human is a deceptive animal. 
You cannot look in his face, flex 
his muscles or take a blood speci- 
men and say that here is a winner 
or yonder.a dub.

— The 
nation’s number one space 
booster, too big to be carried 
overland by conventional 
means, will be transported to 
its coastal launching site by a 
specially built barge. 

The Saturn booster, being de- 
veloped by the Army Ballistic Mis- 
sile Agency, Army Ordnance Mis- 
sile Command, for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration, will be much too large 
for movement by transport plane, 
rail or highway. 

A number of companies have 
been invited to submit bids on the 
construction of the Saturn barge. 
Purchase descriptions for the de- 
sign and procurement of a spe- 
cial purpose barge to transport 
the booster have been completed. 
The contract is expected to be 
awarded by the Army soon. De- 
livery is scheduled late this year. 

The Saturn program is being 
carried out by ‘the same team di- 
rected by Dr. Wernher von Braun 
that developed the Redstone and 
Jupiter ballistic missile and 
launched the free world’s first satel- 
lite. 

~ * » 

THE SATURN BARGE, pulled 
by a tug, will ply three rivers and 
some 750 miles of coastal waters 
to deliver the giant space vehicle 
from the development site at Red- 
stone Arsenal to the launching 
location at Cape Canaveral. 

Specifications for the barge, 
drawn up by the Transportation 
Research Command at Fort Eu- 
stis call for a vessel 180 feet 
long with a weight displacement 
of 450 tons. It will be 38 feet 
wide with a seven-foot “free- 
board,” — the distance between 
water level on the barge and the 
deck. 

The giant booster will be the 
first stage of a multi-stage space 
vehicle. The booster for which the 
barge is being built is 75 feet long 
and 22 feet in diameter. It will be 
protected during the barge trip 
in an enclosed compartment 118 
feet long and 30 feet wide, and 
32 feet high. 

This Saturn “house,” complete- 
ly above-deck, will be sealed in 
transit while a closely controlled 
atmosphere for the missile will 
be maintained by the use of spe- 
cial covers and breathing devices. 


The barge will have its own 
power source. Facilities include an 
instrument room, kitchen, and 
sleeping accommodations for 10 


persons. Personnel traveling with 
the booster will be responsible for 
maintaining the proper humidity 
control over the booster, and for 
making instrument recordings on 
the shock and vibration to which 
the booster is subjected enroute. 
* ” ” 


EVERY PRECAUTION WAS 
taken by transportation authori- 
ties in designing the barge to as- 
sure that the booster would arrive 
at the launch site undamaged and 
ready for vertical check-out and 
launch 

The new vessel will incorporate 
characteristics of both a river 
barge and an ocean barge. The 
river tug used on inland waters 
will be exchanged “for an ocean 
tug at the mouth of the Mississippi. 
The barge has a ballast system 
which will provide stability under 
the different conditions of river 
and sea travel. 

The route from Redstone Ar- 
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BIDS have been invited for con- 
struction of a barge to carry the 
Saturn booster from Redstone 
Arsenal to Cape Canaveral. De- 
livery is planned for late this 
year. An appreciation of the 
booster’s size can be had from 
the picture at right. It’s one of 
eight tanks carrying fuel and 
liquid oxygen for the booster.

2200 miles long. It will require 
from 18 to 25 days, depending 
upon tug availability, transfer 


time, and time consumed at 
river locks, according te Maj. 
Gen. August Schomburg, com-

After rounding the tip of Flor- 
ida, the barge will enter the Inter- 
coastal waterway at Fort Pierce 
Inlet, some 60 miles below the 
cape. 


At Merritt Island, the barge will 
veer into a canal leading east- 
ward to Cape Canaveral. Relative- 
ly minor dredging will be neces- 
sary in the Merritt Island canal, 
plus the removal of a temporary 
bridge. The Saturn booster will be 
unloaded at the cape about one 
mile from the launch site. 

Loading and unloading opera- 
tions will be accomplished by the 
use of a wheeled carriage or dolly 
which will accompany the vehicle 
all the way from the fabrication 
shop to the launch site. 

At Redstone Arsenal, a landing 
slip for the barge will be built to 
























the east of the existing arsenal 
docks. A similar facility will be 
installed at the north end of Cape 
Canaveral where the booster will 
be unloaded. 

* s . 

IT IS ANTICIPATED -that the 
barge will have dual use. Plans 
are underway for the recovery of 
the booster for study and for pos- 
sible reuse of sdme of the com- 
ponents. According to recovery 
plans, a Navy landing ship-dock, 
standing by at sea in the booster 
impact area, would take aboard 
the salvaged vehicle, upon which 
immediate salvage and preserva- 
tion work would begin, and trans- 
port it to the Key West Navy Base, 
Fla. There, the booster would be 
transferred to the barge on which 
it was originally carried to the 
launch site, for a return trip to 
Redstone Arsenal.

NORTH AND SOUTH POSTS are divided by Arling- 
ton National Cemetery, picturesque, awe-inspiring and 
largest of our national shrines. 

Here on a magnificent stretch of 420 acres of rolling 
land and winding walks, over 1,500,000 visitors come an- 
nually to pay homage to their loved ones, and to observe 
the changing of the guard ceremony at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier. 

Arlington’s first funeral was held in 1864, Since then, 
nearly 105,000 servicemen and women, their dependents 
and prominent government officials have been buried 
here. The cemetery, which has space for 40 to 50,000 
burials, is expected to reach its saturation point in ap- 
proximately eight years if it continues with its present 
schedule of 18 burials per day. 

Among those buried at Arlington are: President Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, Gens. Leonard Wood, Jonathan 
Wainwright and General of the Army John J. Pershing. 
Also, Adm. Robert E. Peary, Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
and Adm. Richard E, Byrd. 

Since the Unknown Soldier of World War I went 
to his final resting place in 1932, two additional tombs 
have been constructed for the “Unknowns” of World 
War II and Korea, each crypt flanking the original tomb. 

There are nine entrance gates to the cemetery. Five 
are on the east, two on the south and two on the west. 
Memorial Gate, the main gate, is on the Virginia side of 
Memorial Bridge.

In 
this way the Army can be assured that its PI objectives are being met. 

Prior to 1950, the organization was staffed. by civilians, but with 
its establishment.as a military unit, soldier-artists with artistic ex- 
perience were brought in. 

The Exhibit Unit tells the Army’s story to some 11 million Ameri- 
cans annually with its nine traveling shows at state fairs, trade shows, 
industry-wide exhibitions and other public service events. A mobile 
exhibit unit may display a new weapon, equipment, system of trans- 
portation, or tactical operation. 

The unit is headed by Lt. Col. James J. Barda.
